Anti-Christian Trend 

Editor of Midnight Cry, writing un- 
der the caption of “Attacks on the 
Gospel,” gives the following com- 
ment relative to the present anti- 
Christian tendency: 

“The Federal Council of Churches 
has long been agitating for free radio 
time to be equally divided between 
Roman Catholics, Jews and Protes- 
tants. Underlying reasons as dis- 
cerned by clear-thinking persons are 
(1) to gain control for station man- 
agement as to what in the way of re- 
ligion shall be heard by the American 
public, and (2) to enable the modern- 
ist minister to stay on the air, not be- 
ing able to secure the financial sup- 
port of his radio audience as obtained 
by broadcasters of the evangelical 
faith. One by one, stations all over 
the country have acquiesced to the 
new demand with the result that 
‘control’ has greatly curtailed the 
preaching of the gospel over the air, 
and in many instances, has eliminat- 
ed it altogether. 

“One of the latest stations to take 
action is WPEN, Philadelphia, hither- 
to one of the heaviest sellers of time to 
religion. On February 20 it notified 
its sixteen gospel broadcasters that 
after April 1, all gospel contracts 
would be cancelled, and that hence- 
forth it would sell no time to religion, 
but that a limited amount of time set 
aside for that purpose would be given 


free to certain religious groups. 

“A protest meeting called by the 
broadcasters was held March 15, in 
Convention Hall, Philadelphia, wher 
a huge crowd of 14,500 persons, bot 
colored and white, gathered to demon- 
strate their disapproval of the _ sta- 
tion’s new policies. From here, a for- 
mal complaint was filed with the 
Federal Communications Commission 
charging WPEN with violation of the 
Communications Act of 1934 in that it 
is not operating for ‘the convenience, 


interest, and necessity’ of the anc'® 


can people. Thousands upon tho 
sands of letters have since poured in- 
to the office of the FCC in Washing- 
ton, D. C. ‘How ever the FCC acts,’ 
says Newsweek, ‘it will set a prece- 
dent.’ ”

What Was the Cause? 

Three young Catholic boys from St. 
Malachy’s parochial school in Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., broke into Public School No. 
173 at Pennsylvania and Liberty Ave- 
nues last March 25 and “literally put 
the five-story school building out of 
commission,” according to a report of 
the N. Y. Times on March 28. The N.Y. 
Times considered the story so extra- 
ordinary that it gave it front-page 
space along with the news of the 
crossing of the Rhine and the inva- 
sion of Okinawa by the American 
armies. It entirely omitted the impor- 
tant fact, however, that the boys were 
pupils of near-by St. Malachy’s Ro- 
man Catholic school. This was 
revealed by the N. Y. Herald Tribune 
of the same date.

Too many who lean toward 
the things of the world influence 
others to come their way, but in the 
Scriptures the Lord hath said, “My 
ways are not your ways.” Our part is 
denying ungodliness and worldly lust 
and walking soberly and righteously 
in this present world. Oh, if all who 
profess would deny worldly lust and 
be wholly resigned to the will of God, 
we could lift Christ up so high that 
more would be drawn unto Him. 

Truly the world as a whole has for- 
gotten God.

Then along comes a Spirit-filled 
minister of the gospel to the pulpit, 
and that soul with the tiny sparks 
sits in the audience and listens to the 
story of Jesus anew. A picture is 
painted before that precious soul of 


Jesus in the garden of Gethsemane as 
He prayed. until His sweat was as 
great drops of blood, how He was be- 
trayed by Judas Iscariot, and the 
pathetic scenes of our Savior touch 
that tiny spark left there, and that 
soul begins to get out the fan of con- 
secration and fan that spark until it 
begins to glow a little brighter, but is 
not yet aflame. Then the minister 
takes him into Pilate’s hall where the 
robe of purple was placed upon Jesus 
and the cruel crown of thorns pressed 
down upon our Savior’s head, and a 
picture is portrayed of a pure, holy 
one standing there rejected, despised, 
denied by His own disciple, with the 
blood from the piercing of the thorns 
streaming down His precious face, 
with never a murmuring word from 
His lips. Oh, I’ll tell you it is enough 
to cause us to weep and keep the fan 
of consecration going until the tiny 
spark is glowing aflame at high tide 
in our soul. 

Then we go farther on and join in 
the throng who followed our Savior as 


He went up the hill to Golgotha’s 


brow, bearing the cross, so weak after 
agonizing in Gethsemane until He 
could say, “Nevertheless not as I will 
but as thou wilt,” after staying in Pi- 
late’s hall with no one to defend, hav- 
ing been denied and _. betrayed 
into the hands of the sinners, carry- 
ing the crude wooden cross on His 
own shoulders that you and I should 
have carried. May we pause to think 
of the scripture that said, “Himself 
took our infirmities.” Doesn’t it make 
you feel so unworthy and then s0 
appreciative of the wonderful love of 
Jesus and the marvelous grace that 
saved us? 

Going farther we picture the 
throng as we see the world today, a 
group of deceivers, despisers, rejec- 
tors, and also the faithful few be- 
lievers, as they followed Him up the 
hill to see Him crucified. It makes us 
to ask ourselves, “Are we worthy of the 
pain for us He’s borne?” 

’Twas all for you and me, 
He suffered pain and trial; 
How can we offer less, 
Than our own self-denial? 

Truly the story of Jesus goes forth 
with a magnetic power. It reaches the 
heart of the vilest drunkard, gambler, 
evil worker, and every class of sinners 
when every other known method has 
failed. The sweetest vocation one 
could ever be called to is to go forth 
carrying the story of Jesus to a world

Matthew 8 and 9 


The Sermon on the Mount, which 
occupies three chapters of Matthew’s 
Gospel, evidently was preached or 
spoken to the inner circle of disciples 
after they had withdrawn with Jesus 
into a solitary place. It was there that 
Jesus preached the greatest sermon 
ever to fall from any lips. He had had 
to go up into a mountain in order to 
find seclusion for teaching His dis- 
ciples and for a rest from the multi- 
tudes of people thronging Him for 
healing. But when Jesus came down 
from the mountain the people gath- 
ered again and “great multitudes fol- 
lowed him.” 

The chapters that follow are taken 
up with the account of how Jesus, 
who had come not to be ministered 
unto but to minister, was bringing 
healing and help to many. First came 
the leper whom He cleansed and told 
to go show himself to the priest ac- 
cording to the Jewish law. Next was 
the healing of the Roman centurion’s 
servant, with Jesus’ strong commen- 
dation of the centurion’s faith and a 
declaration of the nature of His own 
mission on earth. Its nature was uni- 
versal. The mission and salvation of 
Christ are completely opposed to 
every form of religious and racial 
bigotry. This fact is shown in Mat- 
thew 8:10-13, and in these verses Je- 
sus marvels at the humble faith of 
the centurion who was not a Jew. Je- 
sus said, “And I say unto you, That 
many shall come from the east and 
west, and shall sit down with Abra- 
ham, and Isaac, and Jacob, in the 
kingdom of heaven.” Such words said 
to a Roman were unmistakable in 
meaning. 

In Peter’s house Jesus found Peter’s 
mother-in-law sick of a fever, and 
healed her. When evening was come 
many brought their sick of mind and 
body to be healed. Hard-pressed by 
the multitudes, Jesus went into a ship 
and made the famous passage across 
the Sea of Galilee. A great storm 
arose while He was asleep. It must 
have been terrific because even tough 
fishermen were afraid. They awak- 
ened Jesus and He rebuked them for 
their little faith, but He bade the 
waves be still, “and there was a 
great calm.” 

On the other side of the sea oc- 
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curred one of those incidents that 
tend to destroy one’s faith in human 
nature and the goodness of man. As 
Jesus came from the ship there met 
Him two men “possessed with devils” 
or, aS we would say, insane men. And 
the devils besought Him to cast them 
into a near-by herd of swine. The 
swine thus possessed, ran violently 
down a steep place and perished in 
the sea. 

The passage is obscure in terms of 
modern interpretation and I shall not 
attempt to explain it; but what is not 
obscure is the attitude of the people 
of the near-by city when they heard 
what Jesus had done. They came out 
to meet Jesus and “besought him that 
he would depart out of their coasts.” 
It meant nothing to them that two 
unfortunate fellow men had been 
healed of a terrible malady. These 
people set a higher value upon their 
hogs, and they wanted no wonder- 
worker in their midst. 

There are men and even communi- 
ties today that are this selfish and 
narrow, but, thank God, Jesus was 
also the Son of man. The multitudes 
of persons since that time, who have 
lived in His Spirit, quicken our faith 
in man, despite those who have 
quenched the light which God im- 
planted in them. 

There were religious folks, too, who 
were not much better than those 


Gadarene hog-raisers. When reoul® 


healed a man sick of the palsy, and 
said, “Son, be of good cheer, thy sins 
be forgiven thee,” they were more 
concerned about what they called 
blasphemy than about the act of 
mercy and healing that Jesus had 
performed. 


Today there are religious ror 


like that. Far too many are mor 
anxious about matters of speculation 
and doctrine and their own religious 
interpretations than about genuine 
goodness and kindliness and mercy. 
Perhaps all of us need the humble 
faith of the Roman centurion, which 
accepts the simple word of Christ as 
an accomplished fact. Perhaps we 
need to think more of the welfare of 
others than of our own possessions. 
Millions of people are starving for 
food and clothing and shelter in this 
war-torn world right now. Millions 
are hungry for God’s Word and for 
the example of souls who live in the 
light of Christ. All the world waits for 
the kindness and love of people who 
really know Jesus as their personal 
Savior. Perhaps many of us need to- 
day, as they did in olden times, the 
admonition of Jesus in Matt 9:13, 
“But go ye and learn what that 
meaneth, I will have mercy, and not 
sacrifice; for I have not come to call 
the righteous, but sinners to repent- 
ance.” 








Bed too Short, Blanket too CNarrow

Isaiah 28:20, “For the bed is shorter 
than a man can stretch himself on it: 
and the covering is narrower than he 
can wrap himself in it.” 

We think about the wretched and 
sleepless condition of one on a cold 
night with a bed so short he can’t 
stretch himself and a blanket so nar- 
row he can’t wrap himself. But the 
real theme of the text is an insuf- 
ficient religion. That is, a religion 
which has an insufficient foundation 
upon which to lie. Self-righteousness 
and self-sufficiency will make the bed 
too short and the blanket too narrow. 
Some one might ask, What is such a 
religion? It is any religion that has no 
foundation to build upon, no char- 





acter to clothe itself for eternity. 
We have many people in the chur 
who are trying to sleep on the sho 
bed. They are always trying to 
stretch, turning and twisting to dodge 
church teaching and church govern- 
ment. They don’t believe in missions. 
They don’t believe in tithes. They 
think the church has always got the 
wrong man for a pastor. They are out 
and in, up and down, over and under 
in everything. But Christ is our all in 
all, our wisdom, righteousness, sancti- 
fication, and redemption, the author 
and finisher of our faith, and He is the 
only bed upon which we can stretc 
ourselves and the only covering wit

Now that state conventions are in 
full swing, we would like to report a 
substantial increase in every depart- 
ment of the work up to date in the 
Northeastern District. 


CONVENTIONS 

Our first state convention was in 
Pulaski, and Brother Boatwright, the 
state overseer, had a _ well-arranged 
program. Back of that were the faith- 
ful services and cooperation of the 
ministers of his state. Virginia had 
proved herself worthy of applause be- 
cause of the increase in membership, 
new churches organized, and a mis- 
sion offering at the state convention 
of over $10,000. The convention was 
high-lighted with spiritual outpour- 
ings and a number being saved in the 
evening evangelistic sessions. They all 
left the convention with a determina- 
tion to carry on with greater zeal than 
ever before. 


NEW YORK 

New York had the greatest conven- 
tion in its history, from the viewpoint 
of spirituality. The state overseer, 
Brother Camp, worked hard in mak- 
ing every arrangement possible for a 
good convention. The last night of 
the convention five were saved, five 
sanctified, and three baptized: with 
the Holy Ghost. One of the number 
who received the Holy Ghost, was a 
returned veteran from the battlefront 
who had been severely wounded and 
had well recovered and received his 
baptism and a definite call into the 
ministry. 


The convention was conducted in 
our beautiful edifice in Brooklyn and 
the ministers and members were well 
in attendance from various parts of 
the State. 


NORTH CAROLINA 

From New York state we went into 
the state convention of North ‘Caro- 
lina which was conducted in Kannap- 
olis. This convention began with sev- 
eral days of special services as a pre- 
requisite, so that the opening of the 
convention was one of spiritual out- 
pouring. Brother Johnson, the state 
overseer, was on hand to advise and 
help in making this convention the 
success that it was. The glory of God 
fell upon us many times. The minis- 
try worked in unity and fellowship in 
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an effort to accomplish the greatest 
good. When the money was brought 
in from the districts, and that raised 
from the convention floor was added, 
there was over $20,000 raised for their 
orphanage. Let me say here that they 
are in the beginning of a great future 
with their orphanage work in North 
Carolina. The afternoon before the 
offering was taken that night, a motor- 
cade of over one hundred cars drove 
out to the 360-acre farm, and in the 
open air a short service was conducted. 
A number of the businessmen of Kan- 
napolis were present and spoke the 
approval and the cooperation and 
backing of Kannapolis and its ad- 
jacent towns in behalf of the orphan- 
age. Two cottages are being erected 
on the orphanage cottage plan at ap- 
proximately $22,000 each. Each cot- 
tage will house at least twenty or- 
phans and their matrons. They are 
built of brick veneer, with basements, 
and fully equipped with all modern 
conveniences, and are situated on a 
very picturesque site. The credit for 
these accomplishments is due the 
loyal ministers of North Carolina. Cer- 
tainly A. V. Childers is worthy of hon- 
orable mention for his untiring ef- 
forts on this behalf. 

On Sunday morning we witnessed a 
great mission service. While the cash 
offering was not as great in some 
ways as last year, however it was over 
$8,000. At least twenty came forward 
and consecrated their lives to foreign 
mission service and expressed their 
willingness to go wherever God would 
open the way. The spirit of this meet- 
ing melted our hearts together in 
greater fellowship than ever before. 


THE NORTHEASTERN AND BIBLE 
INSTITUTE 


Words fail me to be able to express 
the interests, enthusiasm, and spirit- 
uality of the Bible School in Somerset, 
Pa. We have passed the one hundred 
mark in enrollment and the students 
are digging every day in the Holy 
Scriptures trying to prepare them- 
selves for work in the ripened harvest 
fields. It is not unusual to hear them 
praying in their dormitory, the audi- 
torium, the dining room, and other 
places. The Spirit of God has been 
witnessed in a _ great outpouring. 
Twelve have received the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost; some have received 


definite calls to the mission field. The 
spirituality of the school is at high 
tide. 

Last night we had a ring service 
out on the beautiful school campus. As 
the students formed this great ring, 
first one then another would step 
into the ring and offer a fiery testi- 
mony, accompanied by choruses and 
instrumental music. This _ service 
closed with a march to the chapel 
which was followed by a patrotic serv- 
ice celebrating Independence Day.

Our public 
light service is going bad and a story 
is now circulating among the Indians

their heads to make electricity out of 
their hair. I am called upon to tell 
them if there is any truth in this re- 
port, and to explain why it cannot be 
true. Also, I have had to explain just 
why a pestilence was sent upon Israel 
because David counted the people. 

3. IGNORANCE. Some of our work- 
ers cannot read. Some can read a lit- 
tle but cannot write. One can write 
his first name but cannot write the 
second. The worker who brought in 
the two new congregations mentioned 
can neither read nor write. By United 
States standards he would not pass— 
but he is one of the best! It is being 
reported somewhere in Brother X’s 
territory that he gets $2 for each per- 
son he gets on his reports. An Indian 
woman, unbeliever, perfect stranger, 
and all dressed up for the occasion, 
came into their home the other day to 
sell herself to the old pagan god, or to

his god, but she wanted a house and 
a lot. Brother X’s territory is the very 
cream of superstition, fanaticism, and 
ignorance. Some of X’s people live 
way off in the mountains and do not 
have paper, envelopes, or post office, 
and traveling in the rainy season is 
dangerous up there. 

I might mention in closing that it 
is the thousand and one little and un- 
necessary things, but things impos- 
sible to escape, that bother me most, 
but, and this is important, these few 
remarks are not for the purpose of 
trying to escape these reports.

“Other foundation can no 
man lay,” said Paul. Peter says there 
is no other name given under heaven 
among men whereby we can be saved. 

The atonement which Jesus made 
for your sins under God’s grace is our 
all-sufficient foundation if we will 
get on it and stay on it through the 
operation of His life-giving and blood- 
cleansing Spirit. We are resurrected 
from a dead state of sin and tres- 
passes and made alive unto God 
through Christ our Lord and we must 
be presented before a perfect God 
without spot or blemish. It will cer- 
tainly take perfection to stand before 
perfection. 

The concrete idea of the prophet in 
the declaration of this text was point- 
ing to a people who were lying down 
on a false and hollow religion and 
seeking to cover themselves with their 
own sufficiency and_ self-righteous- 
ness.
